King of Spain, have fince repair’d to Badajoz, and 
having reprefented to the General of the Troops in 
thofe Parts, that what they did they were conftrain’d 
to do to fave their Lives and Eftates, have renew’d 
their Oath of Fidelity to King Philip V. The 15th’ 
being the Feftival of the Affumption of the Bleffed 
Virgin, the King was feiz’d with a kind of Collick, 
which his Phyficians attribute to the cool Liquors 
his Majefty has drauk this exceffive hot Weather ; 
but upon his taking fome Medicines they prefcrib’d 
him, this Indifpofition went off again, and he is 
now perfectly well. The Duke of Gramont, and 
the Archbifhop of Seville, two of the King’s chief 
Councellors, cannot agree together ; and the latter 
has defir’'d Leave of the King to retire from Court 
to his Archiepifcopal Palace at Seville; but the 
King has refus'd him, telling him he has occafion 
for his Service, and cannot {pare him from Court. 
Two Regiments of the King’s Guards, commanded 
by the Count d’Aguilar and the Duke d’Havre,which 
are qnarter'd in the Neighbourhood of this City, 
have receiv’d Orders to march to Andalufia. The 
19th at 9 inthe Morning a Council of State and War 
was call’d, which did not break up till 4 in the After- 
noon. Among other things it was refolv’d in this 
Council, that the Governqur of Gibraltar fhould be 
taken into Cuftody,in order to be tried for not having 
done his Duty in the Defence of that Place. He had 
fent an Officer hither with Letters for the King, in 
which he complains thar no Succours were fent ro 
him in time, norwithftanding he wrore fur Help is 
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preffing Terms co the Marquefs de Canales as foon 


as the Enemies Fleet came to the Streights Mouth, 
and told the Merqnefs they had form’d a Defign to 
atcack him.Orders ate given for fupplying Ceuta well 
with Provifions, and what was bought up for 
victualling the Galleons, will be fene thither orth- 
with, and other Stores will be bought afterwards for 
the Galleons.
